Cien. Wogack, whose defiance of the 
English forces may provoke war, is one 
of Ruesia’s most trusted leaders in the 
far East.

Nihilists Waited for Nicholas 
on Nicolai Bridge. 


SEVERAL ARRESTS MADE 


SECOND ATTEMPT OCCURRED AT 
THE CERAMIC EXHIBITION, 


Stranger Who-Came Hurredly Up, Ar- 
rested and Found to Have a Bomb 
in His Pocket. 


BERLIN,. March 20.—The St. Petersburg 
correspondent of the Tageblatt says he has 
learned of two separate conspiracies to as- 
sassinate the Czar. The first attempt was 
planned to be made on the occasion of 
the jubilee ball of the naval cadet corps, 
which the Czar had promised to attend. 

His majesty was ready to start and was 
awaiting his carriage, when Governor-Gen- 
eral Kleigels arrived at the palace and In- 
formed him that he must not go, several 
suspicious persons belonging to the revolu- 
tionary party having been arrested at the 
Nicolai bridce with arms and forged pass- 
ports. He informed his majesty that the 
prisoners were probably emissaries of the 
central Nihilist committee at Surch. The 
visit was accordingly abandoned. 

The second affair occurred in the middle 
of January, when the Czar, accompanied by 
his motehr, visited the ceramic exhibition. 
When entering one of the rooms the mem- 
bers of the committee who were escorting 
the imperial party suddenly noticed an un- 
known man hurriedly approaching the 
Czar. As the public had been excluded and 


those authorized to attend had been care- 
fully selected, the presence of the stranger 
eneited suspicion. 

' Several of the Czar’s party hastened to 
meet him to lead him away. Thereupon the 
man suspiciousiy thrust his hand in a 
pocket. He was instantly seized. When he 
was searched a bomb was found in his 
pocket.

"DEATH FOR LOVE 
AND REMORSE 


Nora Phillips, Noted Boston 
Beauty, Tries Suicide, 


NOW DYING IN A_ HOSPITAL 
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LAST YEAR SHE SHOT HER OWN 
BROTHER IN A QUARREL. 


More Recently She Has Been Des- 
perately in Love With a Law 
Student Who Neglected Her.

BOSTON, March 20.—Remorse, ‘compli- 
cated with a love affair, led Mrs. Nora P. 
Phillips, one of the most beautiful women 
in Boston, to shoot herself. She is dying 
at the City Hospital and the police are 
looking for George Gay Griffith, a West 
Virginian, a graduate of Harvard, and now 
a student at the Boston University Law 
School. She left a hastily scribbled note, 
which said: 

“Good-by; send word to Moundsville, W. 
Va.” 

That town is the home of Griffith. 

It is said she brooded over her act In kill- 
ing her brother, and that she was deeply 


in love with Student Griffith, who had 
grown somewhat neglectful of her. Two 
weeks ago Mrs. Phillips tried to kill herself 
by taking arsenic. Griffith telephoned for a 
doctor and her life was saved. 

Griffith and Mrs. Phillips occupied adjoin- 
ing rooms and they were regarded as inti- 
mate friends. 

Mrs. Phillips’ maiden name was Nora Mc- 
Namara, and she was the daughter of a 
small farmer who lives in the suburbs of 
Worcester. 'Her beauty was pronounced, 
and when she Was 18 she was married to 
yllbert W. Phillips, the son of Judge Phil- 
lips of Putnam, Conn. 

Four years ago Phillips dled. The young 
widow was more beautiful than ever and 
besides had an estate sufficient to give her 
an income. 

Last summer Mrs. Phillips spent at home 
with her younger sister, Carrie, and her el- 
der brother, David McNamara. David had 
a bad reputation. Quarrels between the 
brother and the sisters were frequent. Da- 
vid demanding money for drinks and abus- 
ing them when they refused to give him 
any. 

Mrs. Phillips and her sister started to 
leave the farm for a shopping trip in 
Worcester, when they were ordered by Da- 
vid to stay at home. They refused and he 
threatened to assault both. 

Mrs. Phillips carried a revolver tn her 
shopping bag. She drew it out and shot 
David three times, killing him. Then the 
young widow went to Worcester and sur- 
rendered. 

The next day the county judge, after ls- 
tening to her story, told her she could go. 
That ended the matter.

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THE BOER WAR 
MUST GO ON 


England’s Burden Pegins to 
Appal the Country. 


COST [$ $1,000,000 PER DAY 


SHE HAS ALREADY EXPENDED 
$800,000,000 IN GOLD. 


A Sum Twice Greater Than the Entire 
Value of the African Republics If 
Sold to the Highest 
Bidder. 


LONDON, March 20.—The Boer war must 
g0 on. Gen. Botha declines to consider the 
terms of surrender proposed by Gen. 
kitchener. The armistice is off and the 
chase after De Wet will be resumed. Just 
what the terms proposed by Great: Britain 
are is not known, but it is supposed that 
they were on the lines of unconditional sur- 
render of the Boers’ armies as welj as the 
liberty of the people. 

The average Briton feels that the load this 
nation is now carying is an awful burden 
and longs for peace in Africa and China. 

The Boer war is costing Great Britain at 
the present time over $1,000,000 ‘per day to 
support the troops in the field, and the Boer 
prisoners at St. Helena, Ceylon, and other 
points. The failure of the British arms to 
open the Kimberley and Johannesburg 
mines has deprived British stockholders of 
dividends on securities listed at $850,000,000, 
and has reduced the output of diamdnds and 
gold $284,000,000, and has added $800,600,000 to 
the taxation of Great Britain and Ireland. 

These tremendous sums subtracted from 
British resources have resulted in |the im- 


pairment of the values of many kinds of 
securities dealt in by London stock brokers, 
and are the superinducing causes of numer- 
ous bankruptcies in British financial circles. 

The war has cost Great Britain $800,000,000 
in gold—a sum twice greater than the entire 
value of the republics if sold to the high- 
est bidder—and over 100,000 of her troops 
have been rendered hors du combat. 

roby prophecy has come true—the 
price England has paid for the South Afri- 
can republics “staggers humanity.’’ 

The Boers’ total losses in killed and dying 
from wounds in battle have not .exceeded 
1500, but the loss in property and the im- 
poverishment of the people has been very 
great. Thousands of women and children 
are left in a state of destitution, and uun- 
dreds of thousands of dollars will be re- 
Seagal oy render them immediate and effec- 

re aid. 
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In an interview D. E. Erasmus, son of the’ 


famous Boer general, says the Boers wil! 
never surrender. He Says: 

“The Boers remaining must be either 
caught and exterminated or given inde- 
pendence. There was a time, after Pre- 
toria was taken. and when so many Boers 
deserted or surrendered, in the belief that 
they would find their houses and families 
as they left them, if they were allowed to 
go free, promising not to fight again. The 
end of the war was then more than pos- 
sible. My people were ready to give in. 

“But when the Boers returned to their 
homesteads and found their farms burned 
and their families gone, they knew not 
where, thev were ruined men. From that 
day out, as was well understood, the war 
became one of revenge and no longer one 
of; patriotism.”’ 


PEACE LIES IN KRUGER’S HAND. 


Oom Paul Is Still President With Full 
Power to Act. sha 
NEW YORK, March 20.—A dispatch from 
London to the Herald gives an interview 
with D. Erasmus, son of Boer Gen. 
Erasmus of Pretoria, on the probable con- 
sequences of Gen. Botha’s refusal to ac- 
cept the terms of peace. He said: 
“Mr. Kruger is still absolutely President 


of the Transvaal republic. People say he 
ran away. That is untrue. He was forced 
to leave by the executive. It took 5000 
men to guard him. We needed those men 
elsewhere. Moreover, it was considered 
that he would be more useful over here. 

“Mr. Kruger may have lost some weight 
with a certain number of peu of the ex- 
treme section. But remember this—it is im- 
portant—Mr. Kruger is the one man to- 
day who could, if he liked, bring the war 
to an end. He could finish it; tomorrow if 
he willed. When. peace comes it will be 
made by the people appointed to make it— 
Mr. Kruger and the extraordinary commis- 
sion sent over here by the Boers, Messrs. 
Wolmerans, Wessels and Fischer. They 
have full power to act.”’ 

“And the Boer forces today?’ 

‘IT estimate them to number from 10,000 to 
12.000,"" concluded Mr. Erasmus.
